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INTRODUCTION 


This publication brought out annually gives Analysis of Budget provisions made 
by States and Central Ministries for the Development of Education. The present issue 
covers the years 1996-97 to 1998-99.

The data contained in this publication have been compiled from the Demand for 
Grants of the Central Ministries and the budget documents of the States and Union 
Territories as presented in the State Legislatures. 

Scope & Coverage 

This publication gives details of Plan and Non Plan expenditure budgeted by the 
education departments of States/UTs and the Centre for various sub-sectors of Education. 
Since the Departments other than the Department of Education also incur some 
expenditure on education, it is desirable to add the budget estimates of these departments 
for Education to get the total picture of public expenditure on education in the country. 
The expenditure of other departments includes the expenditure on research and training 
(formal and non-formal) by various Departments of the States and the Centre such as 
Department of Arts, Culture, Agriculture, Health, Industry, Labour etc. It, however, 
excludes that portion of the budget provisions which relates to training facilities provided 
by such Departments to their employees for improving their professional skills or other 
in-service training courses. 

Limitations of data 

The assistance given by the Centre to the States under the Centrally Sponsored 
Schemes has got accounted for twice first as expenditure of Central Government and then 
as expenditure of the State Government. The flow of funds to States and the-Centrally 
Sponsored Schemes, therefore, needs to be identified and deducted from the expenditure 
of State Governments to avoid double counting. 

The total amount of budget provisions on revenue account made for education for 
the year 1998-99 by education departments for the States/UTs and the Centre works out 
to Rs.50241.19 crore (Rs.43194.38 crore in State Sector and Rs.7046,81 crore in the 
Central sector) which is 18.6% more than the revised estimates of Rs.42366.16 crore for 
1997-98. This amount constitutes 11.38% of the total budget provisions made on the 
revenue account in the States and at the Centre. 

Apart from revenue account, the Education Departments also make some 
provisions for capital works. The total budget estimates on capital accounts(including 
loans) accounted for only Rs.292.28 crore (Rs.292.25 crore in the State Sector and

loans) accounted for only Rs.292.28 crore (Rs.292.25 crore in the State Sector and 
Rs.0.03 crore in he Central Sector). Taking into account both revenue as well as capital 
account, the total budget estimates for education for 1998-99 of the State Education 
Departments and the Education Department of the Centre works out to Rs.50533.47 crore 
which is 9.16% of the total budget estimates. 

The total budget provisions for 1998-99 made by the departments other than 
Education works out to Rs.l0615.33 crore. According for the expenditure on Education 
by all the Departments, the total budget provisions for education on revenue account is 
Rs.60856.52 crore which is 13.8% of the total budget of the Centre and the States for 
1998-99 (22.8% for the State sector and 5.0% for the Central Sector). 

The budget provisions (Revenue Account) for the Education department of the 
Central and the State Governments are indicated in the following table:-

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About 60.2% of Central expenditure on education is on plan side whereas in the 
case of State/UTs it is only 11.1%. Elementary Education accounted for 48.7% of the 
total expenditure on education in 1998-99 followed by Secondary Education 30.0%. The 
share of University & Higher Education and Technical Education was 13.5% and 4.2% 
respectively. Considering the overall composition of the budget estimates as distributed 
among various sub-sectors of education and between plan and Non Plan, the following 
picture emerges:-

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H. ANALYSIS OF BUDGETED EXPENDITURE 


Table (1) summarises the budget provisions for education by Education 
Departments and other Departments under all the three major heads viz. (i) Revenue 
Account, (ii) capital Account and (iii) loans and Advances. Besides, provisions for 
Centre and States/Union Territories have also been indicated separately. 

Budget provision of 1998-99 for education and training has gone up to 
Rs 61148.80 crore (Rs.60856.52 crore under Revenue Account, Rs.284.62 crore under 
capital Account and Rs.7.66 crore under Loans and Advances), forming 11.08% of the 
total budget provisions. Percentage provision for education and training for respective 
accounts and 13.78% under Revenue Account, 0.46% under Capital Account and 0.02% 
under Loans and Advances. 

Actual expenditure for 1996-97, Revised Estimates 1997-98 and Budgeted 
Expenditure on education provided by education departments of both the Centre and the 
States for 1998-99 have been given in Table (2). 

The total expenditure on education during the year 1996-97 (Actuals) provided by 
the education departments of Centre and States under all the three accounts, (Revenue 
Account, Capital Account, & Loans and Advances) amounted to Rs.36691.30 crore 
(Rs.3672.11 crore for Centre and Rs.33018.69 crore for States) forming 8.99% of the 
total expenditure on all the three accounts. Out of this amount, Rs.36371.64 crore under 
Revenue Account, Rs.313.19 crore under capital Account (outside Revenue Account) and 
Rs.6.47 crore under Loans and Advances. Corresponding percentage of these accounts of 
respective total expenditure are 11.04%, 0.78% and 0.02%. 

Revised Estimates of 1997-98 provided by education departments of the Centre 
and States rose to Rs.42740.61 crore (Rs.4716.65 crore for Centre and Rs.38023.96 crore 
for States constituting 8.89% of total Revised Estimates on all the three accounts. This 
amount comprised of Rs.42366.16 crore under Revenue Account, Rs.356.17 crore under 
capital Account and Rs. 18.28 crore under Loans and Advances. Corresponding 
percentage of these accounts to the respective total Revised Estimates are 11.13%, 
0.67% and 0.04%. 

Budget Estimates 1998-99 for education by the education departments of Centre 
and States under all the three accounts rose to Rs.50533.47 crore (Rs.7046.84 crore for 
Centre and Rs.43486.63 crore for States). This amount consists of Rs.50241.19 crore 
under Revenue Account, Rs.284.62 crore under capital Account and Rs.7.66 crore under 
Loans & Advances. Corresponding percentage of these accounts to the respective total 
budget provisions works out to be 11.38%, 0.46% and 0.02%, 

Table (3) summarises the total budget provisions (Revenue Account) for 
education of education departments as well as other departments with break-up of Plan 
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and NonrPlan provisions for the year 1996-97 (Actuals), 1997-98 (Revised Estimates) 
and 1998-99 (Budget Estimates). 

Actual expenditure on education by the Centre and States/Union Territories 
(Education plus other departments) for the year 1996-97 under Revenue Account 
amounted to Rs.43896.48 crore, comprising of Rs.36371.64 crore by education 
departments and Rs.7524.84 crore by other departments. The total expenditure on 
education constituted 13.33% of the total respective expenditure Revenue Account 
(excluding Railways and Posts & Telegraphs). 

Actual expenditure on education by the Centre under Revenue Account for 
education & training including Grant-in-aid to States/Union Territories was Rs.6314.33 
crore (Rs.4579.19 crore for Plan and Rs. 1735.14 crore for Non-Plan). Central 
expenditure on education including training (formal & informal) constituted 3.97% of 
total central expenditure (Revenue Account) including grants-in-aid to States and Union 
Territories excluding Railways and Posts & Telegraphs. 

Actual expenditure on education by States/Union Territories was Rs.37582.15 
crore (Rs.5726.18 crore for Plan and Rs.31855.97 crore for Non-Plan) and formed 
22.05% the total expenditure (Revenue Account) for all States/Union Territories. 

Revised Estimates of 1997-98 provided for education by Centre and States/Union 
Territories under Revenue Account amounted to Rs.51930.56 crore, comprising 
Rs.42366.16 crore by education departments and Rs.9564.40 crore by'other departments. 
The total Revised Estimates for education formed 13.64% of the total Revised Estimates 
expenditure of the country (Revenue Account) excluding Railways and Post & 
Telegraphs.

Revised Estimates for education by the Centre under Revenue Account For 
education and training including grants-in-aid to States/Union Territories amounted to 
Rs.7859.35 crore (Rs.5418.40 crore for Plan and Rs.2440.95> crore for Non-Plan). 
Revised Estimates for education by the Centre including traimng (Formal & Informal) 
constitutes 4.31% (15.0% for plan and 1.67% for Non-Plan) of the total Revised 
Estimates of the Centre excluding Railways and Posts & Telegraphs. 

Revised Estimates for education by States/Union Territories was Rs.44071.21 
crore (Rs,6402.59 crore for Plan and Rs.37668.62 crore for Non-Plan) forming 22.20% of 
the total Revised Estimates (Revenue Account) for all States/Union Territories. 


The combined budget provisions (Revenue Account) for education of the Centre 
and States/Union Territories amounted to Rs.60856.52 crore comprising Rs.50241.19 
crore by education departments and Rs. 10615.33 crore by other departments for the year 
1998-99. The total budget for education departments constitutes 13.78% of the total 
respective budget (Revenue Account excluding railways and Posts & Telegraphs). 

Central budget provision (Revenue Account) for education and training including 
grants-in-aid to States/Union Territories is Rs. 10503.44 crore, comprising Rs.6866.25 
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cHtfw for plan and Rs.3637.19 crore for Non-Plan. The Central budget for education 
including training (formal & informal) constitutes 5.0% (15.7% for Plan and 2.2% fbr 
Non-Plan) of the total central budget (Revenue Account) excluding Railways and Posts & 
Telegraphs for the year 1998-99. 

The total budget provision (Revenue Account) of all States/Union territories for 
education and training is Rs.50353.08 crore (Rs.7022.28 crore for plan and Rs.43330.80 
crore for Non-Plan constituting 21.75% of the total budget (Revenue Account) for all 
States and Union Territories. 

Table (4) indicates Plan and Non-Plan expenditure on education by education 
departments of Centre and States/Union Territories alongwith total budgeted expenditure 
on all sectors (excluding Railways and Posts & Telegraphs) of the country. 

In 1996-97, the actual expenditure (Revenue Account) of education departments 
of Centre and States/Union Territories amounted to Rs.36371.64 crore, comprising 
Rs.6594.23 crore for Plan and Rs.29777.41 crore for Non-Plan forming 11.04% of the 
total expenditure of all sectors (excluding railways and Posts & telegraphs). The Central 
expenditure for education department was Rs.3672.11 crore (Rs.2496.75 crore Plan and 
Rs.l 175.36 crorre for Non-Plan) whereas expenditure for States/Union Territories was 
Rs.32699.53 crore, Rs.4097.48 crore for Plan and Rs.28602.05 crore for Non-Plan). 

Revised Estimates of 1997-98 provided by education departments of Centre and 
States rose to Rs.42366.16 crore (Rs.7614.64 crore for Plan and Rs.34751.52 crore for 
Non-Plan) constituting 11.13% of the total Revised Estimates of all sectors (excluding 
Railways and Post & telegraphs). The Revised Estimates for the Central education 
department were Rs.4715.84 crore (Rs.3350.44 crore for plan and Rs.l365.40 crore for 
Non-Plan) whereas Revised Estimates for States/Union Territories are Rs.37650.32 crore 
(Rs.4264.20 crore for Plan and Rs.33386.12 crore for Non-Plan). The percentage of 
Centre Plan (Revised Estimates) to the total Central Plan budget (Revised Estimates) was 
9.28% while is was 0.93% in case of Non-Plan. 

The total budget provision (Revenue Account) of education departments of Centre 
and States/Union Territories for the year 1998-99 amounted to Rs.50241.19 crore, 
comprising Rs.9026.11 crore for Plan and Rs.41215.8 crore for Non-Plan forming 
11.38% to the total budget of all sectors (excluding Railways and Posts & Telegraphs). 
The Central budget for education department is Rs.7046.81 crore (Rs.4244.17 crore for 
Plan and Rs.2802.64 crore for Non-Plan) whereas budget provision for States/Union 
Territories is Rs.43194.38 crore (Rs.4781.94 crore for Plan and Rs.38412.44 crore for 
Non-Plan). Percentage provision of Centre plan expenditure to the total plan budget was 
9.70%, while it was 1,69% for Non-Plan. 

Table (5) depicts the budget provisions (Revenue Account) for education 
including training (formal & informal education) at the Centre and States/Union 
Territories levels for the year 1998-99. 
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Statement (1) of Appendices gives ministry/department wise details of the central 
budget provision for education including training (Formal & Informal Education) 
(excluding Posts & Telegraphs). This provision which is Rs.10503.44 crore in 1998-99 
constitutes 5% of the total central budget. The corresponding percentage of budget 
provision worked out to 3.97% in 1996-97 and 4.31% in 1997-98. 

Out of the total central budget (Revenue Account) for education, the share of 
education department of Ministry of Human Resource Development is Rs,7046.81 crore 
comprising of Rs.4244.17 crore for Plan and Rs.2802,64 crore for Non-Plan. This 
amount includes Rs. 1787.21 crore (Rs.784.52 crore for Plan and Rs. 1002.69 crore for 
Non-Plan) provided for Grants-in-aid to States and Union Territories. 

Table (6) gives sector-wise break-up of the budgeted expenditure on education in 
the Central Sector of the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Department of 
Education for the years 1996-97 (Actuals), 1997-98 (Revised Estimates) and 1998-99 
(Budget Estimates). Besides, break-up of Plan and Non-Plan expenditure has also been 
given. 


From Table (6) indicates that in 1998-99 a major share of Rs.2780.03 crores or 
39.45% of the total budget of the Department of Education is provided for Elementary 
Education. Second priority is given to University & Higher Education which is 
Rs.2234.52 crores or 31.7%. A lion’s share of Rs. 1770.10 crore is to be operated through 
University Grants Commission. Third priority is given to Secondary Education which is 
Rs.922.89 crore or 13.10%, Rs.877.98 crore or 12.46% for Technical Education and 
Rs.97.35 crore forming 1.38% for Adult Education and Rs.68.75 crores or 0.97% for 
Language Development Programmes, Rs.64.69 crores or 0.92% for General including 
research, scholarships, international co-operation and Rs.0.60 crores forming 0.01% for 
Physical Education for promotion of yoga.

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Besides, the Education Department, other Central Ministries and Departments 
(Ministry of Agriculture Rs.66.28 crore, Ministry of environment and Forests Rs.20.42 
crore. Ministry of Health and Family Welfare Rs.667.93 crore, Ministry of Home Affairs 
Rs. 140.24 crore, Ministry of Information and Broadcasting Rs.45.12 crore. Ministry of 
Urban Affairs & Employment Rs.2.49 crore, Ministry of Water Resources Rs.2.05 crore, 
Ministry of Social Justice & Employment Rs.403.59 crore, Ministry of Civil Aviation 
and Tourism Rs. 19.09 crore. Ministry of Railways Rs.75.90 crore, Ministry of Surface 
Transport Rs.8.32 crore, Department of Culture, Rs.30L02 crore, Department of Ocean 
Development Rs.0.20 crore, Department of Youth Affairs and Sports Rs.210.91 crore. 
Department of Women and child Development Rs. 1274.23 crore, Ministry of Industry 
Rs. 18.74 crore etc.) have made budget provision for education during 1998-99. This 
information is given in statement No. 1 

ffl. RELATION BETWEEN BUDGETED EXPENDITURE 
ON EDUCATION AND NATIONAL INCOME 


Table 7 indicates the State-wise relationship between budgeted expenditure on 
education for all departments on Revenue Account and Net Domestic Product for the 
available years of various States and Union Territories for the purpose of comparative 
study. The percentage of total budgeted expenditure of States/UTs to their Net Domestic 
Product is also worked out. 

It is observed from the Table that while total expenditure on Revenue Account of 
all India level during 1997-98 formed 26.58% of the total Net Domestic Product (NDP), 
only 2.96% of the NDP was provided in the budgets of the education departments. When 
the provision for education for all departments including education departments is taken 
into account this percentage works out to be 3.63%. State-wise position for the year 
1996-97 and 1997-98 is given in table 7. 

IV. BUDGETED EXPENDITURE ON EDUCATION (CAPITAL 
ACCOUNT) 

This head accommodates the capital expenditure outside the Revenue Account 
and loans and advances for all States/UTs and at the centre. Capital expenditure and 
loans for education are quite meagre in comparison with the expenditure of Revenue 
Account. 

Table 8 indicates provision of capital expenditure outside the Revenue Account 
and loans for education by education departments of all States and Union Territories and 
at the centre for the year 1996-97 (Actuals), 1997-98 (Revised Estimates) and 1998-99 
(Budget Estimates). A provision of Rs.0.02 crore under capital account (outside Revenue 
Account) and of Rs.0.01 crore under loans and advances was made for the Education 
Department at the Centre. These amounts constituted negligible share in the respective 
total provisions under Capital A/C and Loans & Advances A./C of the Centre during 
1998-99 (BE). 
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The^ total capital expenditure outside Revenue Account and loans for education by 
education departments of all States/UTs amounted to Rs.284.62 crore and Rs.7.66 crore , 
respectively. 

Statement (29) in the Appendices indicates State-wise capital expenditure outside - 
Revenue Account and loans for education made by education departments of all 
States/UTs for the year 1996-97(Actuals) which amounted to Rs.313.19 crore 
constituting 1.27% of the total capital account outside Revenue Account. Among States, 
this percentage is highest in case of Arunachal Pradesh 6.33 lowest (negligible in Bihar, 
Pui\jab and Tamil Nadu). Among Union Territories, this percentage is in the range of 
2.42% for Pondicherry and 21.92% in Dadra & Nagar Haveli. 

During 1996-97 (Actuals), total loans provided by education departments of all 
States/UTs amounted to Rs.5.97 crore forming 0.06% of the total loans and advances of 
all States/UTs. Among States, the highest percentage provision is seen in Goa 3.39% and 
the lowest in Andhra Pradesh, Jammu & Kashmir, Karnataka and Tamil Nadu. ^runachal 
Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Gujarat, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, Orissa, Punjab, Rajasthan, 
Sikkim, Tripura, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal have no provision of loans. No Union 
Territory has provided loans. 

Statement (30) in the Appendices shows Revised Estimates of capital expenditure 
on education for all States/UTs in 1997-98 which increased to Rs.355.37 crore forming 
1.11% of the total capital expenditure outside Revenue Account for all States/UTs. This 
percentage varies from 0.04% in Orissa to 5.09% in Goa. Among Union Territories the 
highest percentage is observed in Daman & Diu 14.95% and the lowest in Pondicherry 
1.76%. 


Loans and advances for education proposed by education departments of all 
States/UTs amounted to Rs. 18.27 crore or 0.16% of the total loans and advances for all 
States/UTs. Among States, this percentage is highest in case of Tamil Nadu 1.71% and 
lowest in the case of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Goa, Karnataka, Kerala and Orissa. States 
like Arunachal Pradesh, Bihar, Gujarat, Haryana, Himachal Preadesh, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizorma, Nagaland, Pubjab, Rajasthan, Sikkim, 
Tripura, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal made no provision under this head. Among 
Union Territories, this percentage is of the order of only 0.02% in Dadra & Nagar Haveli. 
In Chandigarh, this percentage is 100%. Other Union Territories have made no provision 
under this head. 

Statement (31) in the Appendices shows State/UTs wise capital expenditure 
outside Revenue Account and loans for education provided by education departments for 
the years 1998-99 (Budget Estimates). Total budgeted capital expenditure outside 
Revenue Account proposed for education amounts to Rs.284.60 crore forming 0.83% of 
the total capital expenditure outside Revenue Account for all States/UTs. This 
percentage is seen highest in the case of Sikkim 3.53% and the lowest in the case of 
Orissa 0.11%. Among Union Territories, it ranges from 1.90% in Pondicherry to 13.01% 
in Dadra & Nagar Haveli. 
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Provision of Rs.7.66 crore is made for loans for education by education 
departments of all States/UTs taken together constituting 0.07% of the total loans and 
advances for all departments. No provision for loans is made in Assam, Bihar, Haryana, 
Himachal Pradesh, Jammu & Kashmir, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Nagaland, Sikkim, Punjab, Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh, 
Tripura and West Bengal. Among the States, the highest percentage provision is rnaHp by 
Andhra Pradesh 0.49% and the lowest by Gujarat 0.01%. Among Union Territories, this 
percentage works out 100% in the case of Chandigarh to 0.02% in Dadra & Nagar 
Haveli. No provision for loans has been made by A & N Islands, Daman & Diu, 
Lakshadweep, Delhi and Pondicherry. 

Table (9) indicates the States/Union Territory-wise percentage provision for 
education to the total State budget capital account and loans and advances for the year 
1996-97 (Actuals), 1997-98 (Revised estimates) and 1998-99 (Budget Estimates). 


V. BUDGETED EXPENDITURE ON EDUCATION (REVENUE 
AND CAPITAL ACCOUNT) 


Statement (32) in Appendices gives in summary form the budget provision for 
education by education departments under all the three accounts i.e. (i) Revenue Account, 
(ii) capital Account (outside Revenue Account) and (iii) Loans & Advances during the 
year 1998-99 (BE). The provisions have been indicated separately for each State and 
Union Territory and for the Centre for education under education departments. 

It may be seen from columns (3,6 & 9) of this Statement that during 1998-99 the 
total budget provision for education by education departments of all States/UTs and at the 
Centre under Revenue Account, Capital Account (Outside Revenue Account) and Loans 
and Advances. Col.(3) of the Statement indicates total Revenue Account for education 
departments Rs.50241.19 crore which comprises Rs.42053.30 crore for States, 
Rs. 1141.08 crore for Union Territories and Rs.7046.81 crore for the Centre. According 
to State-wise distribution of funds for education by education departments under Revenue 
Account, the highest amount of Rs.5086.31 crore is proposed by Uttar Pradesh followed 
by Maharashtra Rs.4484.51 crore and Tamil Nadu Rs.3500.78 crore. 

Similarly under Col,(6), total capital expenditure on education comes to 
Rs.284.62 crore comprising Rs.254.25 crore for State education departments, Rs.30.35 
crore for Union Territories education departments and Rs.0.02 crore for the Centre. 

A total amount of Rs.7.66 crore is shown as loans for education undeT col.(9) 
which includes Rs.7.65 crore for States, Rs.0.0002 crore for Union Territories and 
Rs.0.01 crore at the Centre. 

In ter ns of percentages, 18.67% of the total Revenue Account of all Departments 
for all States/UTs has been provided for education while 3.35% is proposed for the 
Centre. The combined percentage of education departments of States/UTs and the centre 
to total budget (Revenue Account) works out to 11.38%. 
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The percentage provision on capital account outside Revenue Account of 
education departments for all States/UTs works out to 0.82% while only a negligible 
amount is proposed for the Centre. The combined percentage provision for States/UTs 
and the Centre is 0.45%. 

Share of loans for education by education departments of all States/UTs to the 
total loans and advances is 0.07 and negligible amount proposed for the Centre. The 
combined percentage provision for States/UTs and the centre works out to be 0.02%. 

Combined percentage provision made by education departments of all States/UTs 
and the centre on Revenue account, Capital Account and Loans to the total Revenue 
Account, Capital Account and Loans and Advances works out to 9.16% (15.68% for 
States/UTs and 2.57% for the centre).
